WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—(P)— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Tuesday granted the rail- 
roads’ plea for a quick 10 percent 
increase in freight rates, amount 
ing to about $700,000,000 a -year. 

At the same time a large group 
of Southern lines was given per- 
mission to raise passenger fapes. 

Coastwise water carriers “and 
freight forwarders (who assemble 
tmall-quantity freight for reship- 
ment in carloads) were authorized 
to make the same jncreases in 
freight charges as the railroads. 

The freight increase may bé ap- 
plied in three days’ notice to the 
public. Railroad sources _ said 
Tuesday night the gigantic task of 
revising the complex rate sched- 
ules applying across the country 
already was under way, in the 
hope that new ones could be post- 
ed publicly and filed with the ICC 
in time to make the increases ef- 
fective next Monday, Oct. 13. 

The changes were authorized 
by the ICC on a temporary basis 
pending a decision on the railroad 
petition for a jump of 27 percent 
over present schedules, 

The railroads contended at a 
two-week hearing last month 
that an emergency increase was 
required to meet mounting costs 
of supplies and a 
award which an Arbitration Board 
made to non-operating railway 
emplevees early in September. 

The ICC authorized 37 railroads 
operating in the South to boost 
basic passenger fares for sleeping 
end parlor car travel from 3.3 to 
3.5 cents per mile, and gave 26 
Southern voads permission to put 
basic coach fares up from 2.2 to 
2.5 cents per mile. 

This represents an average 10 
percent increase in such fares, 
and will place them on the same 
level with .new. passenger rates

“At its Cleveland convention 
held only a few days before the 
Labor Management Relations Act 
of 1947 became effective,” Wil- 
liams said in a statement, “the 
ITU adopted a policy of open de- 
fiance and violation of the law.” 
“If that policy affected only the 
ITU, the ANPA would not be con- 
cerned with it. But by its pre- 
cise terms, as spelled out in the 
resolutions of the convention, and 
as it has been pursued since the 
convention, it requires publishers 
employing ITU members not only 
to conspire with the ITU to vio- 
late the law but to violate it.” 
Williams said that the penalty 
for any publisher’s failure to con- 
form to the ITU policy would be 
a strike of his printers.

‘ ATLANTA GIRL TRIES OUT $27,500 VIOLIN

The slender, 22-year-old Atlan- 
tan drew her bow across the 
Strings of the Stradivarius violin 
‘and beamed happily as the rich, 
/resonant tones of the instrument 
‘overflowed the room, 
| “It’s like a runaway horse, 
‘remarked, — 

Pretty Mary Katherine Prickett, 
who began playing the violin on a 
$10 factory-made instrument eight 
years ago, explained her unique 
description of the $27,500 Stradi- 
varius: 

“You know how a runaway 
horse doesn’t need prodding. He 
just goes, Well, this violin doesn’t 
need any prodding, either. It re- 
sponds to your slightest touch. It’s 
twice as easy to play as a cheap 
instrument.” 
| The Stradivarius which caught 
Mary Katherine’s fancy is one of 
some 20-odd instruments on dis- 
play at the Southeastern Band In- 
strument Company, 307 Peachtree 
'St., N. E. 

Thé Stradivarius, called the 
“Muir-Mackenzie,” name of a for- 
mer owner, is the oldest of the 
collection’ here. It was made by 
Antonius Stradivarius himself in 
Cremona, Italy, in about 1730. 

“Tt has such a big tone’’—Mary 
‘Katherine continued to exude en- 
‘thusiasm, “It speaks right out,” 
‘she remarked, after playing the 
‘familiar “Meditation from Thais” 
and “Liebestraum.” Mary Kather- 
ine is in the first violin section of 
the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra. 

The difference between a 
“Strad” and an ordinary violin, 
the young Atlantan explained, is 
‘the material of which it is made, 
‘the exact measurements and the

officers and special deputies from 
five Georgia Counties took part 
in the chase after the prisoner's 
escape from jail. 

Wounded slightly in the thumb 
and hip, Sheriff Ferguson fired at 
the fleeing prisoner with another 
pistol and then directed the search 
during the morning hours, 

A restless crowd of about 100 
persons milled around the jail at 
Talbotton when Carson was back 
in custody. 

Sheriff Ferguson said he learned 
Carson had tried to escape Mon- 
day night by digging his way out 
of the concrete jail with a poker 
and shovel, concealing the excava- 
tion with a blanket. 

Ferguson said he discovered the 
attempt when he entered the pris- 
oner’s cell Tuesday morning to 
give him his breakfast and point 
out chores for him to do. He said 
Carson suddenly seized his .45- 
calibre revolver, and in the strug- 
gle “the trigger got pulled when 
he was wrestling with me. I hit 
him with a blackjack once, but 
with the shock of the shot he got 
the pistol and got away.” 

News of the jailbreak spread 
rapidiv. State Highway Patrolmen 
blocked all roads into and out of 
Talbotton, and Sheriffs from Tay- 
lor, Marion, Muscogee and Meri- 
wether Counties joined the posse.

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The ‘Made-in-Georgia Exposition 


The Atlanta Constitution has been 
preaching the “Make It in Georgia” doc- 
trine throughout all of its 80 years. 

Indeed, it is doubtful if there has ever 
been a more compelling force for increased 
industrialization in the South than Henry 
Grady’s classic account of a Pickens 
County funeral, first published in The 
Constitution shortly after it began pub- 
lication. 

“They buried him in the midst of a 
marble quarry,” Grady wrote of the de- 
ceased. “They cut through solid marble 
to make his grave; and yet a little tomb- 
stone they put above him was from Ver- 
mont. They buried him in the heart of 
a pine forest, and yet the pine coffin was 
imported from Cincinnati. They. buried 
him within touch of an iron mine, and yet 
the nails in his coffin and the iron in the 
shovel that dug his grave were imported 
from Pittsburgh. They buried him by the 
side of the best sheep-grazing country on 
earth, and yet the wool in the coffin bands 
and the coffin bands themselves were 
brought from the North. . The South didn’t 
furnish a thing-in the world for that fu- 
neral but the corpse and the hole in the 
ground. There they put him away and 
the clods rattled down on his coffin, and 
they buried him in a New York coat and 
a Boston pair of shoes and a pair of 
breeches from Chicago and a shirt from 
Philadelphia, leaving him nothing to carry 
into the next world with him to remind 
him of the country in which he lived, and

The job is far from done, of course. We 
still import an excessive percentage of our 
manufactured products. But we are mak- 
ing progress. And perhaps visual evidence 
of what is being done will serve to pro- 
vide the incentive which, too frequently, is 
all that is lacking.

Increased Margin for Grain Speculation 


Among the gratifying responses to 
President Triuman’s Share-the-Food pro- 
gram was the decision of the Chicago 
Board of Trade to comply with his request 
and raise the margin requirement for trad- 
ing on the grain markets. 

Under the new rules, a down payment 
of at least one-third of the value of the 
grain must be made at the time of pur- 
chase. This is about twice the margin for- 
merly required and there can be little 
doubt the new regulation will tend to halt 
speculation, particularly among shoestring 
operators who can ill afford to take the 
risks involved. .That such speculators had 
been attracted to the market by the thou- 
sands is evinced by the fact that the num- 
ber of accounts in September was nearly 
twice as great as for the preceding month. 

Many will feel President Truman was 


unduly caustic in his criticism of the Board 
of Trade, and there is much to be said 
for the contention of grain market men 
that Government buying policies have op- 
erated as an inflationary influence. Be 
that, as it may, the fact remains that the 
rapidly rising market had attracted too 
many “outsiders” who, to use the Presi- 
dent’s own term, were using the grain 
market as nothing more than a medium for 
gambling. 4 

We do not feel that legitimate traders 
will be affected adversely. by the incréased 
margin requirements. Neither do we see 
any assurance that the greater margins 
will lower the price of grains. But we are 
of the opinion that, with fly-by-night 
speculation curtailed, the market will be 
in a better position to .reflect the true 
value of the. commodities,

Bees, and 
The Facts of Life 


Once upon a time I was called upon to talk 

on the subject of the bees. 

I began by saying that their social system 
was not unlike our own, The female bee, called the queen, is 
a bit fat, has to be waited on all the time, and the male bees work 
themselves to death keeping her in the style to which she is 
accustomed. 

I was speaking to a garden club, and to my surprise this bit 
of levity did not roll them in the aisles. I hastily turned to the 
subject of pollination. 

The bee is a misunderstood winged insect. 


He is the subject of levity in stories which deal with the teach- | 


ing of the facts of life in terms of the bees and the flowers. 


Facts I recall a young lady, of a cynical turn of mind, who 

once told me that all she ever learned from such lec- 
tures was to keep away from bees, because if you didn’t you might 
very well get into trouble. 

Very few persons know that civilization rests upon the busy 
bee. If it were not for him and his goings and comings, the world 
would return to rationing in quick order, because the world’s food 
supply would be reduced by more than half. 

Without bees every crop which begins with a flower would 
cease to be or, at best, would produce a small crop of inferior 
fruit-—beans, tomatoes, strawberries, apples, peaches, cotton, buck- 
wheat, clover—everything that flowers. Even corn would be shorter 
in supply but for bees. 


Farmers I have been surprised to find that too many farmers 
depend on the wild bees from the woods about them 
— and many farmers have few such. Others depend on bees from 
neighboring farms. Sometimes there are not enough of them. 
Every farm ought to have a few hives of bees-—two at least. 
The garden will do better and so will the crops. The flowers also 
will thrive and improve in quality. The bee is the best pollination 
agent and the wind cannot touch him for efficiency. 


Last week beekeepers from all over the nation 
Beekeepers met in Georgia. Important matters claimed me 
and I coutd not attend, except briefly. 

But I did learn that Georgia has become the queen bee State 
of the nation—producing and selling more queens than any other 
State. ‘ Georgia also is high up in the list of States producing 
package bees. 

It always surprises the unlettered among us to learn that bees 
are sold in packages and by the pound. 

From the Department of Entomology I learn that this year 
Georgia will produce about 6,000,000 pounds of honey valued at 
$2,000,000. She will sell about 150,000 queen bees valued at $200.- 
000; package bees bringing $500,000, beeswax valued at $50,000, 
and will rent orchards to migratory beekeepers at $50,000. 


Values That is a sum generally described as “tidy.” It does 
not touch the heavy industriés, the tobacco, cotton or 
peanut crop values, but it is a good sum. 

The real value of it, which is worth in dollars and cents much 
more than the sale of bees, is the value produced by increased 
production. - 

Our Extension Service has never had the money to develop the 
use of bees, and the one fault I find with instruction of county 
agents is that they all do not know beékeeping as they know other 
subjects.

There is fun, even, in 
opening the hives and seeing what the bees are doing and in fol- 
lowing their progress on each frame. 

It is interesting to see the guards repel robber bees and it is 
a little sad to see them push some worn-out worker bee out of 
the hive. , 

Tere are hives with glass walls which may be fitted to a 
window. If there is an invalid in the house, investigate providing 
him or her with such a hive of bees fitted by the window. 

A few simple, commonsense safety rules will protect one from 
all but occasional stings, and perhaps from any at all. 

I am sorry to be late,with this salute to the beekeepers, and 
to man’s best friend and invaluable ally—the bee.

, How Atom Research 
May Aid Agriculture 


While it won’t create a small fraction of one 
percent of the excitement caused when a youth 
squirms up a field with an inflated piece of pig- 

skin under his arm, something is scheduled to happen at the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, better known as Auburn, next Decem- 
ber which may well have greater effect on the South than all the 
victories in all the bowl games put together. 

On Dec. 18-20 they are going to hold, at Auburn, a conference, 
with lectures and demonstrations. , 

The topic of that conference—now don’t be startled—is “The 
Use of Radioactive Isotopes in Agricultural Research.” 

Briefly, it signalizes the first definite move in harnessing the 
recently developed usability of the atom to agriculture. It will con- 
sider the use of atomic research to improve crops, both field and 
livestock, and to make more efficiermt the production of the farm, 
at lower cost. 

It is, as stated, a conference out of which may come a revolution 
in Southern agriculture which will be the key to an era of wealth 


for the South never before approached. 

E -Product Actually, the discovery which mav revolutionize 
y agriculture is a by-product of the discovery of 
atomic energy. It is the by-products of that great discovery, the by- 
products from the development of the atomic bomb, which will, 
scientists tell us, be of such tremendous value in peace-time usage. 

Now I warn, in advance, that what I am trying to explain here 
may be written in such a way it will bring a grin to the faces of 
any chemical engineering friends who may chance to read. For 
what I know about atomic research, scientifically speaking, could 
be written on a single atom itself. However, I have before me a 
statement by a man who does know, a statement which he tried to 
put in wordage the layman can easily understand. 

So, I’m going to quote: . 

“Some -of these by-products are known as radioactive isotopes. 
. » - An isotope is a chemical element which has been changed in 
weight, but otherwise not changed by the radioactive process. There- 
fore, when an atom of such an element is introduced into a chemi- 
cal system such as is present when commercial fertilizers are ap- 
plied to plants, or when it is introduced into the blood stream of an 
-animal, it is possible to trace these isotopes through the organism. 

* “Such atoms are popularly called ‘tagged 

Tagged Atoms atoms. * The technique of tracing tagged 
atoms has been known in a general way for many years, but only 

recently has it been made practical. This is due largely to the avail- 
ability of a large number of isotopes as by-prdducts in the manu- 
facture of radioactive substances at Oak Ridge. 

“It is an extremely helpful discovery for the research worker to 
know just what chemical elements in a fertilizer, for example, are 
essential to the building of certain plant tissues. By the use of these 
tracer techniques it is possible for the research worker to observe 
where the chemical elements in fertilizers go when fed to the plant. 
Later it may become possible to determine what work they perform 
in the process of feeding the plant. 

‘It is known that some soils are deficient in certain chemical ele- 
ments which seem to be necessary to the proper growth and devel- 
opment of animals, such as dairy,;cows or beef cattle. This deficiency 
of soil elements means that the plants growing in these soils are 
also deficient in these elements. Therefore, cattle grazing on such 
pastures naturally do not receive a proper diet. Many soils in the 
South have many such deficiencies. Therefore, it is a matter of tre- 
mendous importance to the livestock and related industries of the 
South that research workers do all within their power to reduce not 
only the total amount’‘of fertilizer used, but to be sure that that 
which is used is properly balanced and that it does the work for 
which it is designed.”’

Battey and Jekyll 


Shall it be Battey or Jekyll? That was the 

question asked recently by a Constitution reader. 

Noting that Act. Gov. Thompson has $675,000 te 

purchase Jekyll Island for a State park, the-reader wondered where 
this money was when the public was called upon to raise $75,000 te 
buy streptomycin for tuberculosis patients at Battey Hospital, 
Thompson's flat answer is that he has set aside more money for 


Battey than the Health Department is able to use. Battey, which 
is treating 1,300 patients today as compared with 500 hospitalized 
previously at little Alto Sanatorium, is not using all its beds because 
of a shortage of doctors. Thompson says when Battey locates more 
doctors and is able to use more money, he will provide it. 


Some legislators were concerned because a public campaign fund 
was sponsored by néwspapers and others to raise money for strep- 
tomycin. It is recalled that the Legislature failed to appropriate any 
money whatsoever for Battey. Why did Thompson permit the pub- 
lic to donate funds instead of using State money, the reader asked. 
The record shows that in the midst of this finance drive, the Acting 
Governor called in Health Commissioner T. F. Abercrombie and 
said: “Here is $315,000 for Battey Hospital. I leave it to your dis 
cretion whether to buy streptomycin or add more beds to care for 


more, patients.” 

If you were a doctor and the public was eagerly 
Took Both pouring money into your hands to buy medicine, 
and the Governor handed you $315,000 and said use it for beds or 
for medicine—which would you do? Dr. Abercrombie did nothing 
to discourage the public’s donations. The public subscriptions took 
care of the streptomycin needs. He used the Governor’s allotment 
to activate more beds and bring in more patients. Abercrombie 
took money from both sources for his war on tuberculosis,

have visited the Milledgeville State Hospital during the adminis- 
tration of more than one Governor.

Foreign Trade Works Both Ways 


Two-way foreign trade is one of the best stabilizers of ‘the peace. 


This was the conclusion generally reached by 120 delegates from 
all over the Southeast at the recent conference on international trade 
sponsored by the League of Women Voters. 


Most Georgians realize that the 
export market is important to the 
State’s prosperity. A sizable share 


of the cotton and tobacco, the 
meat and Jumber and naval stores 
we produce regularly is sold to 
foreign lands... What is perhaps 
less well known is that imports 
from these lands. abroad are, in 
the long run, just as important to 
our economy. 


THE GEORGIA housewife who 
looks around her living room and 
kitchen may find that every one 
of the United Nations has contrib- 
uted something to the comfort and 
efficiency of her home. Spices, 
bananas, coffee and tea, olive oil, 
have traveled thousands of miles 
to her pantry shelf, There is cop- 
per from Chile in her iron and 
vacuum cleaner; mica from India 
in her radio; quartz from Brazil in 
her telephone. Her dress may be 
made of Australian wool, and her 
coat of Russian fur. Manufacturers 
of automobiles or drugs or electri- 
cal equipment are even more 
acutely conscious of their depend- 
ence on foreign products. They 
know that their production would 
be seriously disrupted if they were 
suddenly forced to rely. solely on 


Furthermore, our imports are 


the means by which foreigners 
get dollars to pay for our ex- 
ports. If we raise hi@h tariff bar- 
riers against goods from abroad, 
we are sooner or later going to 
hurt our export trade. When 
foreign buyers cannot sell their 
goods to us and get dollars to 
pay for their purchases, they 
have to cancel their orders, 
and our markets abroad dry up. 


In the early days of the 1929 
depression we tried to “protect” 
our industries by imposing the 
highest tariff in our nation’s his- 
tory. Yet within three years, both 
imports and exports had dropped 
by more than two-thirds. Total 
exports originating in Georgia fell 
from $71,000,000 to $23,000,000. 

It used to be thought ‘‘good busi- 
ness” to maintain what was called 
a “favorable balance of trade’’- 
meaning a constant excess of ex- 
ports over imports. We are learn- 
ing now, however, that that was a 
short-sighted policy. Only mutual- 
ly expanding trade with other 
countries is going to contribute to 
our lasting prosperity. Our eco- 
nomic ‘security is inescapably 
bound up with the well-being and 
stability of other nations.

THE PRESSURE got too hot for

The stiffer margins should serve 
not only to curb the bigger opera- 
tors, but also should drive out of 
the market the host of small specu- 
lators who in recent weeks had 
swarmed in for the ride. It was 
this invasion that had churned up 
the market and provoked its nerv- 
ousness. The increased margins 
will make it too expensive for the 
shoestring operators. 


THERE WERE many of those. 


What was happening, as the com- 
modity exchange authority anal- 
yses here show, was that the pub- 
lic was in the grain market in a 
big way, just as happened in cot- 
ton last year and as happened in 
stocks in the 1929 Wall Street orgy. 
In 1929 we spoke of the elevator 
operators and the charwomen in 
the stock market. Now in the grain 
market, to put it another way, 
they range from “accountant to 
watchman,” as actually was found 
to be the case in the speculative 
egg market last year. A check-up 
also revealed housewives specu- 
lating in eggs.

WHEN CONGRESS, in the 1936)

Cook said that he had discussed 
the athletic situation at Mercer 
with qualified observers through- 
out Georgia, including countless 
alumni, and that he had become 
convinced that in order to present 
2 well-balanced program to its 
students and alumni, Mercer must 
resume football immediately, eith- 
er on a non-subsidized basis or 
with alumni helping to “foot” the 
bill. 

“While it is true that certain 
intercollegiate sports have been 
resumed at Mercer since the war
